— In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b ) 
of sub - section (1) of section 3 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 ( Central Act 
11 of 1948) read with sub -section (2 ) of section 5 thereof and in supersession of 
Notification No. 12892/H1-1 /68/LSWD dated 23-9-1969, the Government of 
Kerala after consulting the Advisory Board constituted under Section 7 of 
the said Act and after considering the objections and suggestions received on 
the draft proposals previously published in the Kerala Gazette, hereby revise 
the rates ofminimum wages payable to the employees employed in the employ. 
ment on construction or maintenance of roads or in building operations and 
in stone breaking or stone crushing in the State as specified in the Schedule 
hereto , annexed and fix 15-5-1977 as the date from which the rates shall 
come into force.

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Dearness Allowance : 


All employees shall be paid in addition the above basic wages, a dearness 
allowance calculated at the rate of 4.2 paise per day for every rise or fall of 
one point in Consumer Price Index numbers (base 1970—100 ) for Ernakulam 
Centre in excess of 91 points of the Consumer Price Index numbers published 
by the Bureau of Economics and Statistics, Government of Kerala . 

All piece rated workers who work for a normalworking day will be eligible 
for Dearness Allowance . 


Other Allowance : 


All employees (both piece rated and time rated ) when employed in hilly 
tracts shall be paid a compensatory allowance per day amounting to 15 % 
of his daily earnings. The term " Hilly Tracts ” means hilly tracts in the 
State defined as such by the Government in the Kerala Service Rules.
